There is but ove course dic- 
tated alike by cleanlioess and caution—wear 
nothing next to the skin that does not fre- 
vuently undergo the sa: itary treatment of the 
washttcb.

Another Great Calamity at the Capital 
ot Virginia — The Spottswood 
Hotise Burned and a Number 
ot Persons Perish ia the 
- Flames—Loss 
$300,000. 


Hi ARTREN DING SCENES. 


RicumMoRDp, Va., December 25.—At a quar 
ter past 2 o’clock this morning, just as the 
porter bad commenced waking the passen- 
gers for the Southern train, the Spottewood 
Hotel was discovered to be on fire on a lower 
floor. An effort was ‘immediately made to 
wake the guests, and the scene becime inde- 
acribable, 

Men were rushing sbout, trying to save 
their baggage, and women, nearly naked and 
barefooted, ran into the snow in the streets. 
The steam engines were promptly on hand, 
but, the water being frozen, it was some time 
before it could be thrown on the building. lo 
twenty minutes the flames spread to such an 
extent that escape by the stairway was cut off. 
The guests commenced leaping from the 
windows. P. P. Clarke, steward of the hotel, 
leaped from the third story, receiving fata) 
injuries. The most fearful ecene of the 
disaster was the appearance of Mrs. 
Emily Kenpeagrly, of Baltimore, bouse- 
keeper, at the window In the fifth story, 
with ore Or two other ladies, screaming for 
help. The fire companies’ ladders were put 
up, but failed, by two stories, to reach the 
window. While the firemen were endeavor- 
ing to bring their ladders, the crying women 
diseppeared in the thick smoke, and were 
lost, tte room brightening up the moment 
after with flames. Up to noon to-day, the 
only burned whose uames are known, are 
Erasmus Ross,clerx of the Libby Prison during 
the war; Mrs. Emily Kennearly, housekeeper; 
Samuel W. Robinsop, elerk with Enker & 
Brother, and Samuel Hines, clerk with Wil- 
hiser & Co. The register of the hotel was 
consumed, and it is impossible to give the 
names of strangers lost. Several have 
perished, as there are about a dozen un- 
claimed trunks belonging to persons from 
New York and other Northern cities. The 
weather was 60 intensely culd that the tele- 
grapb wires in front of the buildings were 
covered with ice, and the fire steamer« were 
encaeed with ice an inch thick. Among the 
remarkable escapes was that of C. Sehaffter, 
attacbed to the office of the State 
Printer, who was in the fourth 
story, and e:ceped by drop 
ping from window cornice to window cornice, 
untul be reached the ground. He was badly 
burned, bowever, The correspondent of ‘he 
New York Herald had a narrow escape. The 
guests lost all their clothing, and the ladies 
had to walk barefooted over the suow to 
pieces of shelter. The total loss amounts to 
$300,000; insurance taostiy in Northern com- 
panies. 

Tue business houses of Messrs. Branch &

otber small stores were destroyed.

capdal wood avd fat, interspersed with gest- 
ures; {Len straw, then wood, then more fal, 
then more gestures; them a short sermon, 
which I will also omit; and figally the 
torcbes were applied, and the whole barst ioto 
a flerce flame. At the same moment the 
plauk on which the body had been borne was 


thrown into the Arno. The Indians con- 
tinued to throw perfumes into the flie during 
| the burning, and to offer more prayers. At 
| 9a. m. water was poured On the pile, and the 
ashes of the body were religiously collected 
in & porcelain vase, while ail the rest 
of the materials that remained were thrown 
into the river by two Indians who 
waded out to the middle Earth was 
then laid over the spot in the shape of a heart, 
and little yases of rice were placed ground it, 
All the Indians thcn prayed with their faces 
turned toward the earth, afier which they 
went away, vearing the cineary urn. The 
bones will be thrown into the Ganges, so that

One of the first great groups I came upon 
was composed of sixty French soldiers. A 
few Saxors and irtembergers lay around 
them; but the Germans had already removed 
and luid in their las oe most of 
their dead. The center of the group was 
formed of a close line of forty-six. You could 
not bave placed a body between any two. 
They fel) ehouider to shoulder, just as they 
had stood 1o fire. By far the greater number 
of them were on their backs; with their feet 
to Paris and their heads to Villiers. Alas, it 
was painfully evident that many of th 
of others whom] saw subsequently, had not 
died instantaneously, but had lived probably 
many hours without a hand to lend them suc- 
cor, and in piercing snow and frost. One 
poor fellow lay on his face He had two 
rifle wounds in his back. He had partly 
stripped bimeelf,aud he died with a hand 
op each bullet-hole. Several had taken off 
their knepsacks and placed them urder their 
heads, avd so pillowed had breathed their 
last brea Otbers clenched their water 
bottles in one hand, but were unable to re- 
move the cork, and died without being able 
to wet their lips in their lastagony. Some, 
in their sufferings, bad burrowed their faces 
in the thick elay on which they lay, aod 
turned their bloody and earth-stamed feces 
upward before they expired. Twol saw who 
had their arms fixed and their fists clenched, 
asif, while dying, they were engaged in a 
pugulistic encounter. Only very few were on 
their sides. These had their knapsacks 
under their beads. There were meu on whose 
faces beamed the emile of an infant, and 
whose countevances were like handsome 


of terrible agony. Every feature wae cou- 
torted; their legs bad been convuisively jerked 
up until their knees stuck into their s 


equeezed until they became riveted into the 
palms of their hands. Behind, before, and at 
the corvers of this hne of forty-six dead men 
were others, Saxon aud Freuch. UOue had a 
frightful wound in the face. He had pulled 
his bends up into bis sleeves to warm them, 
but bis cap bad fallen olf, and the blood, 
clotted on his hair till it was all in bloody 
mats. Near him was another who had taken 
a biscuit from bis Knapsack and th» boctie 
from bis side, and had partakeu of a litte of 
both. More than one of the slain had died 
with the bands clasped in praver; aud near 
ove ltourda little plaster madallhoa of the 
Blessed Virgin. A _ portion of the edge tad 
been shot cfl it. Tue Chassepots and neciie- 
guts were still in many a dead man’s band, 
aud lying between bis arm and hie body. 
Similar were the “— all over the plateau 
between Villiers and Brie, and Villiers and 
Champigny; and among the corpses were 
knapsacks, helmets, shakoes, bayonets, and 
many a letter sealed and directed to relatives 
and friends in Germany and Frence. Near a 
cemetery situated on the battletield itself, I 
saw between 200 and 300 dead French soldiers 
collected closely together; they had been 
removed from where they had fallen and 
collected in thal spot for burial, Ali were 
regulars, and a considerable proportion of 
them were men of at least 25or yeare of 
age. Tbere were dead nearer to Paris than any 
spot I visited, though the fortifications were 
much too close to be at all agreeable, and 
Neuilly-sur Marne and Fovotenay-sous-Bois 
seemed to be within a few minutes’ distance 
on my rigbtand leit. I hope there were no 
wounded. No armistice for the removal of 
the dead and wounded had been agreed to; 
but beth sides had been removing them by 
night. So late as last night some of the Ger- 
man wou.ded were found among the dead, 
ard sre now in the hospitel. What must 
have been their sufferings in enow and frost 
since tne 2d inst., for they bad been lying out 
Gay and right since then, if not since the 
30th! 


JOURNALISM. 
Harper’s Wcekliyon Newspaper S-*,. 
Respect. : 


The newspaper press, howe, 
will pever have its mghtir' Fa ony 
asit is not respeci“) by its own members. 
The growing di osition to identify articles 
with their st posed writers, and to measure 
the force of an argument by a feeling toward 
the ‘person who urges it, is fatal to the best 
power of the press. The advantage of the 
acopymous article is that it is judged wholly 
by its merits, and vot by the reputation of its 
autbor. Every word is undoubied/y stronger, 
4s Emereon says, when it basa man behind it. 
But he js pot speaking of arguments addressed 
solely to the reason, in which all personality 
is impertinent and prejudicial. A man may be 
of notoriously r judgment, yet his views of 
apy perticular subject may be sound, and his 
reasons in a certain case unanswerable. It 
would be a great injustice to the truth in such 
@ case to turn bis argument by a gibe at bim- 
eelf. And certainly pewspaper writers them- 
selves ought to guard the advantages of their 
position, as society is interested in insisting 
that so fer as practicable public questious 
shali be considered upon their merits. This 
is generally impracticable. But the anoay- 
mous new: paper makes it feasible. 

The idextification of a great paper with a 
single person injures the press at large by 
mvking it » ppear to be a mere speaking trump- 
tt in the hand of a map who may be of no 
character cr weight. But the faci is, thata 
ureat paper is resily the work of many men, 
each coutributipg a spec al talent. Indeed, 
the mcsi conspicdous of daily papers hither- 
to, the Lordon Times, is the re:ult of tie 
labore of the most accomplished mvo iu the 
kirgdom upon various subjects, marsbale) 
vader the editor, who does not write. Our 
cwhn Ffysiem is different. The respoasible 
editor is very often the writer of the more 
imyortant articles in the journal. But he is 
entitled to the courtesy of the anonymous 
form, uniess he chooses to relingnish 
it, and it is a curious want of a hich esprit 
de corps Which deprives him of it. The pub- 
lie, of course, regard the exposure of the 
personality of one newspaper writer by an- 
other as a surrender of the argument by the 
Jast.¢ If you feel that you can show a man’s 
argument to be weak, you will certainly not 
accuse bim personally of beiog a coxcomb 
becanse coxcombry is not in discussion, aud 
because, even if he be a coxcomb, his argu- 
ment maybe sound. So, to desert the arza- 
menr, to snecrat your opporent asa foreiguer, 
is to condemn your own side. We have seen 
a journal taunted ia its discussion of public 
questions in this country upon the ground 
that its editor wasan Englishman, What had 
that to do with the subject under debate? It 
did vot follow that the articles were written 
by the editor, and, if they were, it certainly 
was not to be assumed that they were unintel- 
ligent because of the nativity of the writer, 
The best political survey of this country waa 
made by a Frenchman; and it would not be 
easy to find a fuller and more truthful state- 
ment of the political end sociai situation 
which ended in the war than “The Slave 
Power” of the English Professor Cairnes. 
The character and power of the press are in 
the hands of “‘uewspaper men.”’ If they can- 
not ece that they burt the system of which 
they are parts when they personally sneer at 
supposed writers, or when they insist upon 
treating the views of a journal as those of an 
indivicual, the American press must yet wait 
for its more honorable development. Little 
Pedlington, according to his guide book, was

Grand Juries. 

It is often a matter of surprise to those 
of our citizens whose only experience ot 
the discipline of the law occurs when their 
sign boards extend a little too far into the 
street, or their newly-arrived boxes of 
goods obstruct the pavements, that so 
many Offenses that are denouneed by the 
law as criminal go unpunished. We have 
stringent laws in regard to certain vices 
and severe penalties are imposed upon 
those who indulge in them, but we seldom 
hear of an indictment, and more rarely of 
a conviction, under these laws. Vice 
which is flagrant to the public eye seems 
always to be totally obscured trom the 
vision of our grand juries. Take, for 
instance, thé very couspicuous illustration 
afforded in the perfect impunity with 
which the offense of gaming is openly 
carried on in our midst. The tault is not 
in the law, for that is sufficiently severe. 
The police make few al on this 
charge, but when they do make them the 
offenders are very seldom punished; so the 
police may have some excuse for their 
neglect. The grand jury seldom find aa 
ipdictment under the gaming laws, but 
when they do a conviction seldom follows. 
The tauit may lie ultimately in the indulg- 
ence of the courts, but this does not relieve 
the grand juries, and, as the grand juries 
are the motive power that gives impulse to 
the machinery of our criminal courts, they 
must be held primarily responsible. 

Ard yet even the grand juries labor un- 
der great difficulties, and in contending 
against vice no greater obstacles are thrown 
in their way than when they siagle out 
the offense of gaming. Thus one of our 
grand juries some time ago asked a witness 
it he had seem gaming in a certain house, 
and he answered in the affirmative. He 
was then asked if he had ever seen any one 
dealing faro in that house, and he again 
answered affirmatively. He was then asked 
whom he had seen dealing faro in that 
house. This he declined to answer, ob- 
jecting that he was not bound to answer 
such a general question, but that the name 
of some party should be specified, with a 
specification of the time and place. The 
foreman of the grand jury proceeded with 
the witness into the presence of the court, 
and there submitted the question, and the 
witness was sustained in his objeetion. 
Such a decision made it almost impossible 
for the grand jury to discover the offender, 
| and was calculated to discourage any fu- 
| ture investigations under the gaming laws. 
|The question was probably determined 
hastily, and in the midst of the trial of « 
| case in court; but the decision was conclu- 
| sive in that instance, and had its full effect 
_in subsequent instances. It thatis thelaw 
' of evidence, then our gaming and maby 

other of our criminal laws are nullities. 
But let us see what the law is, and how 
such asruling comports with it. 
At common law it was

It is a fundamental law of evidence that 
no witness shall be compelled to criminate 
bimeelf. This is not like many others—s 
charitable rule granted to apn accused to 
afford him every fair chance of life or 
liberty—but it isa rule of mght and justice, 
applicable to the most irreproachable citi- 
zen who is brought before a court of justice 
in the honorable attitude of a witness. Yet 
our gam‘ng laws are framed with such a 
determined purpose to suppress “the vice 
which they cover that even this tundamen- 
tal rule of right 1s to be disregarded. The 
statute declares that “in any prosecution 
for a penalty against gaming it shall be no 
exemption for a witness that his testimony 
may criminate himself.” If such an im- 
portant, and. sacred rule as this is to be 
waived on the trial, can it be possible that 
the law will permit a grand jury, charged 
with the investigation of au instance of 
this contaminating vice, to be obstructed 
by a purely technical objection, suggested 
by the witness himseli? 

The Law of Flirtation. 

There is an impression prevailing 

among young ladies that Miss FLora Mo- 
Fiisy, of Madison square, gave utterance 
to sound law when, with reference to their 
engagement, she remarked to her afflanced, 
“it is binding on you, but not binding on 
me.” Miss Fiora was evidently not 
posted ag to the law, or she would have 
known that there was a mutuality in the 
obligauon which, with a person of her 
sentiments, might have involved her in 
expensive litigation that would have left 
her with, in reality, nothing to wear. 
The prevailing belief on this sub. 
ject is .erroneous, and it is proper 
that young ladies should learn just 
how far they can go in their flirtations 
without entangling themselves in the 
meshes of the law. We have not tor a 
long time heard of any conspicuous exam- 
ples of the pecuniary consequences of im- 
prudence in this respect. But it any of our 
jilted and rmpecunious young men should 
muster the courage to seek a change of 
venue from the torum of their sweetheart’s 
presence to the stern and cold forum otf 
the law, and should recover damages tor 
their lacerated feelings and disappointed 
hopes in the shape of reimbursement tor 
hack-bire, the consequences would be so 
terrible te—the fortune of the doomed fair 
one, that to rescue one such girl trom such 
afate we would gladly dive again into the 
dusty antiquity of hait-forgotten lore and 
modern dry opinions. From these we have 
drawn the valuable information which we 
are about to present to the consideration of 
the fairer portion of the public. 

A wise young man once thus advised an 
indiscreetly love-lorn friend: “Say what 
you cboose, but don’t write love-letters, 
You can get out of anything you say, but, 
if they have the papers on you, it 1s all up 
with you.” It is perhaps the safer course 
not to commit one’s self on paper, but it is 
not true that one can always get out ot 
everything that is said. Nor can oneina 
flirtation always safely act as she feels 
inclined, for Chief Justice Parxgr, ol 
Massachusetts, has announced as the opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court of that State 
that an engagement “may be proved by 
those circumstances which usually accom- 
pany such a connection;” and our own 
Court of Appeals has declared that the 
mutuality of an engagement may be proved 
against a young lady “by showing thatahe 
demeaned herself as 1f she concurred in 
and approved of the young man’s promise 
or ofler.” 

It seems that a young lady may with 
impunity announce to her intimate friends 
that she is willing to marry acertain young 
man,ior it has been held by our Court of Ap- 
peals that proof of such an admission on 
her partis wholly incompetent to prove 
al engagement without further proo! of an 
offer and acceptance. But to prove an 
epgagement it is not necessary that there 
should be direct evidence of an express 
promise, for the learned and voluminous 
Mr. Cutty, in his work on contracts, says 
it may be evidenced by the unequivocal 
conduct of the parties, and by a general, 
yet definite, reciprocal understanding be- 
tween them, their triends and relations,. 
evideneed and corroborated by their ac- 
tions. It, then, a young man is sufficiently 
eligible for the Old folks to tolerate his 
visits, if the young lady ees out often 
with him, and particularly i they 
go to concerts on rainy nights at 
his expense, and there is anything 
approaching an understanding between 
them, it would be better for the young 
lady not to say anything to her confiden- 
tial friends about being willing to marry 
him, lest the confidential friends go back 
on her and turn State’s evidence, and the 
indiscreet young woman be made, in the 
end, foot the hack bill. All this 
rather bard on the girls, but the dawn of 
a brighter day seems to be creeping over 
the judicial heavens.

Upon an- 
other occasion the House of Lords, having a 
conjoint action before them, refueed on tne 
one band the petition of Major Yelverton to 
be declared free of marriage with me, and on 
the other pronounced a judgment of ‘‘non- 
proven” against my marriage with hio. This 
sivgular decision took the iegal world by sur- 
prise. It was the acme of mystification of 
the Seotch law of marriage. Major Yelverton 
was not freed, but I was not bound! Fortu.« 
nately our real status did not depend upon the 
Scotch marriage, the Irish one having been 
finally proved in 1562, since which time the 
continuation of the various suits has only been 
litigious atid vexatious, as a Scotch court 
could pever interfere with an Irish marriage, 
and tbe litigation was intended merely to 
stave off criminal proceedings for bigamy in 
Scotland. We were not merried a third time 
in England; otherwise I presume there might 
be a third claimant for dower on the Avon- 
more estate, euch are the peculiar complica- 
tions of British law. Pray accept the expres- 
sion of my best regards.

SUFFERING SOLDIERS. 


Privationps Exdured by the Gergan 
Troops. 

The Ijlirois Staats-Zeitung gives the follow- 
ire letter com mwunicated to that paper by 
Mr. Heseing. who is an agent of the interna 

tioral ambulances with the German arm 

Any one who visits Versailies and sees the 
brilliant: uriforms, pompous equipages, and 
costly liveries, ard the style of the regiments 
of the guard, can scarcely imagine how a 
country that supports such enormous ootla 
for its princes can permit its fighting sot 
diers te be exposed to every kind of priva- 
von. The soffericgs endured by the 
German soldiers are revoliing, From Weis- 
seuburg to Versailles there is nothing but 
misery. At Phalsbourg the poor fc llows of 
the lardwehr used to come to our wagons to 
buy woollen shirts. Ther would open their 
vests and d splay their linen rotting off with- 
out any chamce of achange. We next met 
hundreds of trains of wounded and sick, all 
lying 1 open bagyage wagons, without cov- 
ering, without straw, without any alleviation 
to their misery—a sight that made me curse 
the whole race of princes. A little further on, 
at Nantevil and at Nogent, we met hundreds 
of, country carts laden with wounded 
soldiers, who for four days had not tasted a 
bow! of warm soup or a cup of coffee, and had 
bad nothing more than a — of dry bread. 
The aspect of these miserables was enough to 
turn a man’s brain. The indifference of the 
Prussian authorities for the wounded is posi- 
tively infamous. From pure avarice they let 
buncreds of men perish: Thereare at this 
moment six thousand sick in Versailles. I am 
certain three-fourths of them might be 
brought back to health merely with clean flan- 
ne) shirte, coverlids, avd shelter-tents. But 
the government does nothing. We used to have 
hospital material in abundance. As soon as 
we delivered it into the general central depot 
an order came for 426 flannel shirts to be dis- 
tributed to the King’s Guards. I protested 
in vaio. I saw eighty-six able-bodied young 
mep, in good condition, lodging in good 
houses and sleeping in capital beds. They 
carried off our flannel shirts; but the poor 
jellows who were traveling in manure carts 
could not getany. There is not the least en- 
thusiaem ion the Prussian army, and vobody 
pretends that it exists. If all this business was 
over! If we conid “sole getaway! Thatisthe 
constant cry of the soldiers. They fight well, 
they face the evemy’s fire, because their dis- 
cipline is admirable; but i am certain that if 
tie question were put, ‘‘will you :emain three 
monibs longer to secure Lorraine and Alsace 
to Germany, cr would you rather return home 
and throw away the two provinces?”’ nineteen 
out of twenty would vote for going home im- 
med‘ately. if they were ooly treated decent- 
lv it might be otherwise, but the leaders call 
them ‘‘my fine fellows’ before the fight, and 
ufterward asa them like do gs.
